THE INDIAN SOLDIERS. 


A. year ago the War Department con- 


ceived tlio idea of enlisting Indians in 
the military service. 
Recruiting officers 


wore sent to Indian reservations to ex- 
plain to the noble red mnn the advanta- 
ges to him of becoming a soldier and 
serving Uncle Sara in th« capacity of 
fighters. 
Several 
companies 
were 


organized, mostly cavalry, as the Indians 
manifested a decided preference for that 
branch of tbe service. One of those In- 
dian companies is stationed at Fort 
\Vhipple, Arizona. 
An army paymaster 


visited the barracks at that place a few 
days ago and paid the troops stationed 
there. It was the first time the Indians 
had money since they entered the army 
and i they proceeded at once to expend 
it in purchasing fire water. This their 
uniforms, which are the regulation army 
style, enabled them to do. A few drinks 
of Fort Whipple whisky stirred up the 
fighting propensities of the Aprches, who 
composed the Indian military company, 
and they 
smarted on 
the 
war path. 


They went for the scalps of the white 
soldiers and seriously injured several of 
thorn. They attempted to get th^eir arms 
and ammunition and had they succeeded 
the result can only be imagined. They 
were as blood-thirsty and ferocious as 
when led by Gcronimo, they left a trail 
of blood through the Toriitory, massa 
creing men, women and children, indis- 
criminately. 


The War Department has now learned 


that if the Indians have opportunity to 
get drunk they will avail themselves of 
it and that when under the influence of 
liquor they are more dangerous to white 
troops than when on the war patli in 
their native haunts, as they wounded 
more soldiers in the melee at Fort Whip- 
pie than when fighting under Geronimo. 


POOLED THEIR ISSUES. 


It is slated upon what is said to be 


" good authority," that President Harri- 
son and Secretary Elaine have reached 
ao agreement on the nomination for 
President. 
Attorney General 
Miller, 


noticing.that the relations betwern the 
President and Premier were somewhat 
strained, undertook to bring about an 
understanding and succeeded. 
By the 


terms of the agreement Mr. Btaine is to 
remain in the Cabinet and keep quiet. 
The Maine 
Republicans are to elect 


their delegates without interference from 
Federal officials and if they so decide 
Mr. Blaiua'g name is to be presented to 
the 
National 
Convention. 
Blaino's 


friends are not to interfere in the selec- 
tion of delegates ia Indiana, and the 
President is not to say or do anything 
personally to secure the delegation from 
that State. Both gentlemen are in the 
hands of their friends, and the ardent 
supporters of each are pledged to the 
other in the event of a nomination. 


This is all very nice, but Republicans 


outside of Maine and Indiana may desire 
to have something to say on the subject 
There may bo other candidates in the 
field and neither the President nor bis 
Secretary may be able to control the 
convention. P^rty ties are not very 
strong at present, and as Elaine and 
Harrison are both gold men, there may 
be free coinage Republicans, who are not 
man worshippers, who will have some- 
thing to say about the nomination. 


WHEAT DAMAGED IN DAKOTA. 


In North Dakota the wheat crop was 


unusually heavy this season, but for lack 
of facilities for threshing it much of it is 
being ruined. In Nelson county it is 
estimated that there are 12,000 acres o: 
wheat yet in the shock and covered three 
inches deep with sleet and snow. 
In the

under. 
Eight inches of snow have fallen 


and the whsat will be worthless, except 
for pig feed. In McLoau county a rain 
storm set in and was followed by snow, 
which fell for two days and nights 
About half the wheat crop is still in the 
shock and it is thought it will have to 
remain there all Winter. 


At this season of the year it freezes so 


hard in North Dakota at night, that the 
sun does not thaw out the frost in the 
day time, so that the wheat will remain 
frozen until Spring, in the shock, and by 
that time be comparatively worthless. 
Though the grain crop was the best ever 
produced in the State fully one-fourth 
of the entire product will be worthless. 
The loss will be severly felt by the farm- 
ers, who have been working at a loss for 
years in consequence of unfavorable 
seasons, and expected to realize hand- 
somely from this season's crop as bread- 
stuffs are in demand in Europe and 
bring good prices.

Senator Stewart Delivers nn Address. 


DENVER, Col., November 18 —The dedi- 


cation o( the El-Dorado Mining Stock Ex- 
change building, and the opening of the 
First National Mining-Congress, waa cele- 
brated here to-'dny. 
This morning there 


was a street parade, in which miners and 
all interested in mining took part. There 
were also floats, bearing mining machinery 
in motion an a great many tableaux, indi- 
cative ot the important features of mining. 


At the dedication there were speeches 


by President Taylor of the Mining Ex- 
change, Mayor Rogers of Denver and oth- 
ers. All tbe speakers advocated the free 
coinage of silver. 


In the afternoon the Mining Congress 


opened at the People's Theatre with ex- 
Governor Tabor in the obair. 
Delegates 


from 33 States and Territories reported. 


The greater part of the session was occu- 


pied by Senator Stewart of Nevada, who 
delivered a long address upoa the silver 
question. 
He urged the Congress about 


resolutions that would compel the National 
House of Representatives to pass laws re- 
storing silver to a parity with gold. 
Res- 


olutions favoring tbe coinage of the Amer- 
ican product only, the Senator said, would 
not obtain 20 votes in the Assembly. The 
gold ring has repudiated silver and they 
have reduced the issue of commercial cur- 
rency to the narrow limits of gold. As a 
consequence tbe farmers ere growing poorer 
and the history of the bank tailrnes showed 
their circulation was not enough to beep 
the banks in reserve funds. 
Why should 


there be hard times with twenty years of 
peace? Why should times be worse than 
at any other time in a century? Want of 
money is the cause.
